C O N T R A B A N D S OF WAR. 


Explnnntion of Crmt Britain's Dcclnra- 


llmi as to Coul From JiimM.lcn. 


WASHINGTON, April 18.—The action 


of Great Britain in declaring con! to be a 
contraband of war. as rcpoited 
from 


Jamaica, is said lo have -a significance 
different from thn.t attached to it in the 
dispatches. As explained in a high dip- 
lomatic quarter, such an order would not 
prevent a vessel of either Spain or the 
United Stales from taking coal at Kings- 
ton or any other port1 in the West Indies. 
IJven-'When this article,as.contraband, it 
is said to be URiial to-permit a vessel of a 
belligerent power lo take aboard sulli- 
cicut co.il to carry h,"r to the next port, 
Once out of port, however, the vessel 
lakes her chances with her contraband 
cargo, and it is liable to seix.uro as contra- 
band of war<\vhi!c enroutc to a port of 
the 
belligerent 
power. Applying 
this 


rule to the present ease, it is said that if 
n Spanish ship went to Kingston for coal 
she would be able to carry a supply suf- 
ficient 
to carry her to Porto Rico or 


Cuba. When once a,\ra.y from Kings-ton, 
however, the vessels and her cargo would 
be rtub.itfe.t to..'seizure by United States 
ships. The same rule, it is said, would 
apnly in case a. ship of Great I^ritnin or 
any othf-r country was engaged in curry- 
ing sucli a contraband article.

Wheat that is four inches high will not 
be injured by harrowing with a peg 
toothed harrow. If it rains after tho 
wheat is seeded and before it is four or 
five inches high, harrowing the ground 
after it has dried sufficiently will usual- 
ly prove beneficial. In, that case tha 
harrow loosens the surface of the soil 
and prevents the loss of water by evap- 
oration at a time wlien, tho wheat is not 
high enough to ruuloh and shade tha 
ground well.

• How To Steer a Dog SleA 


Those who are solnR to Alaska would 


do well to profit oy;the experience of 
men who have been there. The weather 
there for a greater 'portion of the year 
is so severe that the acquisition of 
knowledge by experience is likely to 
prove extremely hazardous. A man who 
has spent several winters in Alaska of- 
fers the following suggestions as to the 
best means of handling a sled: 
' Travelers In Alaska are finding that 
about the .best way to manage a sled on 
a bad trail is to rig handles to it and 
to follow It as a farmer does a'plow. 
Going down a hill It can be held back..^ 
by the handles, and on sidling places It 
is about the only way that it can be 
kept under absolute control. If the sled 
is to be pulled by dogs, handles are al- 
most indispensable. If two men furnish 
power. It is well for one of them to pu!l 
and the other to- push unless they hap- 
pen to be brothers. In tho latter case 
It prevents trouble in Alaska, as else- 
where, to hitch both abreast and put 
no stay chains on the doubletree.
